The two grou ps of people who 
need instru ction in lip reading— 
children and adu lts-—present dif­ 
ferent prob lems 


Dea fness in Children 


The prob lem in the case of chil­ 
dren is to recognize tha t deafness 
ex ists. Th# highest percentage of 
b oth catarrhs! tn d su ppu rative 
otitis media occu rs rn children 
b e fo r* th * fifth yea r. A t tha t age 
the child may not have had any 
ex perience in acu te hearing, at 
.east acu te enou gh to u nderstand 
conversations, and so has no ex ­ 
perience to compare with the stat* 
of b eing deaf. 
He doesn't know anything 4s toe 
matter with him. 
He therefor* 
doesn't point cu t to teacher or 
parents ihst anything is the nsat- 
’er and he may b e allowed to d rift 
indefinitely and b e considered a 
b ackward and inattenti?* child in 
school and s t home. 
Of late year* special test* are 
neing applied to recognize these 
* hildren in school and to help them 
compensate. They shou ld b e tau ght 
lip reading as early as possib le 
when they are m entally resilient 
enou gh to learn readily. 
It ii estim ated tha t there ar* 
over three million American school 
< hildren who are partially deaf. 
Or* and a half per cent of all 


school children need some instru c­ 
tion in lip reading. 


Th* Adu lts Prob lem 


With the other grou p of esses— 
the adu lts— the prob lem is not so 
mu ch of finding the partially deaf­ 
ened individu als, b u t of impress­ 
ing on them the necessity of learn­ 
ing lip reading. In the adu lt it is 
u su ally not an acu te disease thai 
initiates the deafness, b u t a very 
gradu ally approaching and almost 
imperceptib le failu re of acu ity. 
“ I b elieve I'm getting deaf,” some­ 
one says b ali-jokingly, a fact that 
has b een evident to acqu aintances 
for some time 
Now the difficu lt thing for tries# 
u nfortu nate people to face and to 
realize is that in most instance* 
th# condition is progressive, and 
that they are going to get » ors* 
instead of b etter. 


Most Fat* Realities 


In oru er to max * their fu tu re, 
they shou ld take u p Ud reading a* 
ones. while they still have enou gh 
hearing to u nderstand the lesson*. 
Many of them fight this ides, b e­ 
cau se they consider the condition 
temporary, and also b ecau se it is 
not as easy to learn lip reading 
a t forty as it is for a child, B it 
in facing the realities and in ma* - 
ing the effort lies their fu tu re 
happiness.

Fall Garden 
That It is possible and profit­ 
able to raije a fall garden in 
southern Ohio was well demon­ 
strated this year by Mrs. Lucile 
D. Stearitz, Lynchburg R F.D. 2. 
When I called at this home it was 
almost November and she had 
just picked some of the last beans. 
“Beets and lettuce did well, too, 
and have given us an additional 
supply of very good vegetables for 
the garden," Mrs. Stearitz said. 
“About the last of July most peo­ 
ple have formed the habit of 
thinking that the garden is about 
through for the year, an'* we don't 
give very much more thought to 
it, hut there is still time to raise 
another 
good 
crop," 
she 
ex­ 
plained. 
This is one of the many corn 
belt homes where the garden is 
appreciated. What is raised on it 
saves a lot of buying of canned 
vegetables, too, that most farm 
families have learned are about as 
essential as meat in the diet. 


Corn licker

corn picker,

Poor Job of Shocking Com 
I just passed a field of corn 
that was poorly shocked and much 
of it was twisted and down. Since 
we have had so much rain since it 
was cut, the fodder and much of 
the corn is already badly dam­ 
aged. Just a little care in setting 
up 
the 
corn 
as 
it was cut, 
wouldn’t have taken much longer, 
and It would have been time prof­ 
itably spent. “If a thing is worth 
doing, it is worth doing well,” is 
a proverb in point, as a lawyer 
would express it. 


The Wheat C rop 
It is off with a good start, for 
most of it was sow’ed in the dust, 
and on a very good seed bed, and 
the rains in October have given It 
a quick start, which is very im­ 
portant in raising a winter an­ 
nual, for unless it gets well es­ 
tablished 
before 
hard 
freezing 
weather comes, maximum crop 
yields are almost impossible to 


I know there are some excep­ 
tions to this but they are unusual. 
, We had a very good crop one 
year, on the home farm, that did 
not come up until early in the 
spring; hut that was a good wheat 
year, with an early spring and a 
long late growing period in April 
and May, that w s cool, and that 
had just about enough well dis­ 
tributed rains to make conditions 
• for growth almost ideal. 


Early Protection for Dairy t ou i 
Cold rains late in October are 
already making dairy cows “tuck 
up” and chill, as they wait in the 
j rain to lie milked. 
Arranging for 
i them to get in out of the rain, and 
to have some protection from the 
I cold winds, would be time well 
spent, for chilling, early In the 
fall, tends to lower the milk flow', 
and if it gets down at this season 
‘of the year, it is very hard and 
almost impossible to get it back 
to normal, during the lactation 
period. Did you ever notice that? 
A dairy cow is about as sensative 
| to adverse conditions as a high 
producing hen, and requires al­ 
most as much attention. 
Since 
dairying is done in much of the 
corn belt, as a major enterprise, 
in a general system of farming, it 
doesn't get the detailed attention 


Dogs In Sheep 
Many reports of dogs in sheep 
have come to me already this fall. 
While some flocks have not been 
injured very much, some have 
been 
damaged badly, 
and the 
sheep that were not killed or bit­ 
ten, have been frightened so much 
that they w'on’t do any good. I 
“What can you do to protect the 
flock?” I just said to a very suc­ 
cessful sheep raiser. 
“There isn’t 
very much that you can do. except 
to find and kill the dogs that are 
doing the damage, and that is 
hard to do,” he said. 
“I know of 
some farmers who have an aged 
goat that is worth a lot in pro­ 
tecting the flock" he added. 
He j 
says he is keeping his sheep close 
to the house, so he can hear the 
dogs, if they come. Here is a real 
job for a dog warden, and there 
are a lot of good ones in the corn 
belt. 
I remember one year, w'hen 
there were so many aheep killed in 
our township that an order went 
out to all farmers in the commu­ 
nity to keep their dogs tied after 
sundew?^ and the ones that were 
not tied7 *'ere liable to be killed by 
the dog warden. 
That slowed 
dowm the killing at night, but the 
daylight raids went right on. 
Watching for the dogs to return 
to feed on the sheep that had been 
killed, eliminated a few guilty 
dogs. but it also caused the loss of 
some innocent ones. 
I have a1- 
w'ays thought that our favorite 
shepherd dog, was among them, 
and that he was sacrificed in a 
good cause. 


Swat the Flies 
This is a good time of the year 
to "Swat the Flies" that are doing 
their best to get into the house 
and find a warm place to winter. 
Flies live over winter in the adult 
stage and they multiply very rap­ 
idly in the early spring, so keep­ 
ing them from wintering, strikes 
a hard blow in the life cycle. 
Did you know that there are 
many corn belt farms where you 
find very few fliea? 
Those that 
produce w'hole sweet milk for a 
city trade, have very rigid inspec­ 
tion, and they are required to keep 
the manure cleaned up, and to 
spray and to kill flies, that con­ 
gregate in the stables, and as a 
result, their numbers are decreas­ 
ing. 
The house fly is “On the 
run" too, as one man expreased it. 
Do you remember a few years ago 
when the fly brush made out of 
strips of newspaper, was a com­ 
mon piece of kitchen equipment to 
use at threshing time, and at moat 
times in summer, when the family 
ate a meal together? 
It was 
gently 
waved 
back 
and forth 
acroas the table, and occasionally 
a fly would fall into a cup of cof­ 
fee, and it would have to be re­ 


filled. W> have gone a long way 
in fly control since then. 
We do area work in the control 
of the bot fly and I am wondering 
if we should not also put on some 
similar campaigns against house 
flies and the related ones that an­ 
noy livestock. 
Isn’t this a good 
and a very practical suggestion? 


Another Bud Sport, 
Mr. Williamson showed me the 
first bud sport I have ever seen, 
that he found growing on a Gold­ 
en Delicious tree. 
The apples are 
smaller than the others on the 
tree but they have a tougher skin. 
They look something like the old 
sweet russet apples, so popular in 
home orchards, a generation ago, 
that might shrivel a little, but 
would keep until June. 
Mr. Wil­ 
liamson is taking good care of tha 
apples from the bud sport branch, 
and he is wondering if this apple 
will be as good a keeper in storage 
as the old Winter Russett. 
If it 
is. “he’s got something” and it 
will be very important to the 
fruit industry. 


Spray Program. 
Mr. Williamson follows the Ohld 
spray schedule. 
He says it is all 
right and that the timing, given 
with Hie recommendations is very 
important. 


A Big Crop. 
There will be from 3000 to 4OOO 
bushels of marketable apples in 
this orchard. Since the orchard ie 
on two state highways, there is 
a ready roadside market for many 
of the apples. 


Cider. 
The demand for cider is good^ 
too. 
It is made in the old way, 
which leaves more of the apple in 
it, even if this is done at the ex­ 
pense of clearness. 
We bought < 
gallon, and liked it very much; 
only it doesn't last long at out 
house. We consider cider a valu­ 
able addition to the diet.

D eafness in Children 


The problem rn th* case of chil­ 
dren is to recognize that deafness 
exists. The highest percentage of 
both catarrhs! and suppurative 
otitis media occurs in children 
beforo tho fifth year. A t that age 
the child may not have had any 
ezperienc* in acute hearing, at 
least acute enough to understand 
conversations, and so has no ex­ 
perience to compar* with th* stat* 
of being deaf. 
He doesn t know anything .* to* 
m atter with him. 
He therefor# 
doesn’t point c o t ta teacher or 
parent* that anything is the m st- 
'er, and he may b« allowed to drift 
indefinitely and be considered a 
backward and inattentive child in 
school and at home 
Of late years special test* are 
being applied to recognize these 
children in school and to help them 
com pensate. They should be taught 
lip reading as early as possible 
when they are m entally resilient 
enough to learn readily. 
It is estim ated that there are 
over three million American school 
< hildren who ar# partially deaf 
On* snd a half per cent of all 


school children need some instruc­ 
tion in lip reading. 


The Adults Problem 


With the other group of ceres­ 
ine adults— the problem is not so 
much of finding the partially deaf­ 
ened individuals, but of im press­ 
ing on them the necessity of learn­ 
ing lip reading. In the adult it is 
usually not an acute disease th a t 
initiates the deafness, but a very 
gradually approaching and alm ost 
imperceptible failure of acuity. 
“ I believe I'm getting deaf,” some­ 
one says half yoking y, a fact that 
has been evident to acquaintances 
for some time 
Now the difficult thing for these 
unfortunate people to face and to 
realize is th a t in most instance* 
th# condition is progressive, and 
th at they are going to get worse 
instead of better. 


Mast Face Realities 


In oruer to m ike their future, 
tney should take up ho reading a* 
once. while they still have enough 
hearing to understand the lessor.*. 
M any of them light this ides. be­ 
cause they consider th* condition 
tem porary, and also because it is 
not as easy to learn lip reading 
a t forty as it is for a child. But

1. Vt orkmen’s Compensation must be paid by state law 
on all city employees. 


2. Police and Firemen’s Pension Funds must be establish­ 
ed under state law. 


3. The Public Employees’ Retirement Law requires the 
city to match payments made by city employees,— 
another state law. 


4. Insurance laws required more firemen,— I firemen for 
each 1000 population. \X e still need two more firemen 
in order to comply. 


5. Police can only work 8 hours per day on a six day 
week by state law. This means that at times we only 
have ONE POLICEMAN ON DUTY as we do not 
have the money to employ more, and will not be able 
to pay for those we have. 


6. ( onstruction of new homes and industries means addi­ 
tional sewers, street lights and fire hydrants. 


7. Berger Hospital, even though efficiently and economi­ 
cally operated, loses money each year as do all hos­ 
pitals.

At least every other street light will have to 
be turned out completely even though more light is 
needed now. 
No money for light, heat, janitor or water 
will be available for Memorial Hall or the public library. 
Some of the nurses at Berger Hospital will have to work 
part time without pay or be dismissed. 
No sewers or 
additional fire hydrants can he instated.
